THE SUGAR BLUNDER. 


Rock county and southern Wiscon- 


sin has felt directly the democratic 
blunder of the imposition of the sugar 
tariff legislation.

revenue in the shape of sugar duties.

price of that necessity. Now there 
are rumors of a speculative campaign 
aiming to control the supply of raw 
sugars.

law, is made px-offlcio state fire mar- 
shal. During the fiscal yea-r, 3,1-i.j 
fires were reported in the state, with 
6 total fire loss of $4,364,195, and of 
these fires, 2,028 were on dwellings 
and barns, with a total property dam- 
age of $2,323415. As dwelling houses 
and barns are considered preferred 
risks in insurance, because of 
the 
practical absence of the 
moral haz- 
ard, 
tl-.ese figures 
-are 
significant. 
They emphasize the 
importance of 
grea'ter care 
in 
construction 
and 
housekeeping, since the great ma-

In view of these facts, Commission- 
er Cleary plans to broaden the work 
of. fire prevention through inspection, 
and will add three men to the 
f-eld 
for this purpose, not neglecting, how- 
ever, the investigation 
of question- 
able fires iind the prosecution of sus- j 
pected firebugs. Under the new ar- 
rangement the slate will he divided, 
into units, so that each man can in- 
spect the conditions in 'his particular 
field and thus do the most 
effective 
work in Uie line of prevention. 
The report sets forth that the value 
of fire prevention work is difficult to 
estimate; but. from the fact that the 
fire loss in t.he state has 
remained 
practically the same for some years, 
while Ihe population 
and property 
values .have greatly 
increased, 
it. is 
manifest there has been a .great gam 
in fire prevention. 
"Every fire prevention -writer ana 
speaker calls attention to the fact 
Ihat the fire losses of this country are 
from eight to ten times as large, per 
capita, as in European 
countries, 
pays the report. "'All agree that this 
smaller fire waste in Europe is due to . 
centuries o£ training, greater careful-,! 
ress and a feeling of greater mutual 
responsibility, developed either as a 
result of such 
training, or through 
the enforcement of law. It is further 
due to better building laws and con- 
struction, and 
to laws 
and 
ordi- 
nances regulating fire hazards gener- 
ally and the storage of combustibles, 
inflammables and explosives. To the 
end of bringing about, and. if neces- 
sary, enforcing better conditions, we 
have prepared and submitted to city 
and village authorities 
several fire 
prevention ordinances,

have assisted local officials in draw- 
ing others along these lines.

force inspected most of the 32o fire 
d-epartments of the state, -and gave its 
services to increasing their efficiency.
